1 Presently, I hold the office of Senior Judge of the State of Oregon. 
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I have been a member of the Oregon State Bar since 1950. For most of the 
period from 1550 to 1953 I was an attorney for the United States of America, 
assigned to the Bonneville Power Administration. .From 1953 to 1971, 1 was 
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in a very active private maJ practice, officing in Portland, Oregon, but trying 
cases throughout the state. 
5 During that same period of time, I served in the Oregon Legislature, both House 

and then Senate, with Don S. WiUuer. There, he was highly respected for his 
integrity, knowledge of the law, and long hours of work I know of no member 
of the Legislature during the period frum 1957 to 1971 who was more 
knowledgeable than he about state government. 

4. From 197! to 1977, 1 was a Circuit Judge of the State of Oregon for the County 
ofMultnomah, Oregon's most populous county, Mr. Wiilnerwasanactive trial 
lawyer during thatperiodin both the State and Federal Courts and, as such, was 
well known and highly regarded by both bench and bar for his skills and

Justice iA 1982-83, and, to my personal knowledge, Mr. Willner washigly 
regarded by the members of that court and of Oregon' s intermediate appellate 
court, the Oregon Court of Appeals, for his work before those courts and, by 
reputation, for his conduct of lengthy and important work in the Federal Courts.
